POULTRY FOR EQG PRODUCTION. 


Profitable Wh*n Conditions Not Fav- 


orably for Market Raiting. 


Among the farm raiaer* of poultry 


there is a tendency to rely almost 
•olely for profits from poultry upon 
the sale of eggs, because they reel 
that they cannot devote the attention 
to the raising of chickens that is nec- 
essary, and because of the 
further 


fact that there is scarcely a commu- 
nity in the country where th<> supply 
of eggs is fully up, to the demand. 
This is probably the 
wiser course 


where there is not one person about 
the farm who can give his or her at- 
tention to the chickens and poultry 
generally. 
Where eggs are made a 


specialty, either on the farm or in 
an established poultry yard, they are 
produced daily and turned into money 
as soon as they can be taken to mar- 
ket, but the returns from fowls are 
not so immediate as toe chicks re-" 
<jiiire some time for groxvtjj, and then 
there is the item of feeding expense 
and the loss by diseases, etc., to be 
reef/oner! with, all of which make it 
preferable to deal exclusively in eggs 
unless there are propi-r facilities lor 
handling, raising and marketing the 
fowls. 
Eggs that are known to be 


Iresh are always in demand at prices 
ccyumlcrably above those which can- 
n^jt 
relied 
upon, 
and _when 
the 


poultryist is close to market and can 
dispose of his product without the. aid 
of commission men it pays to keep 
poultry for the eggs they produce. 
However, no one can expect the best 
of results from badly kept or half 
kept poultry. Whether eggs are the 
specialty or fowls are the specialty 
complete success depends upon the 
management of the fowls and the at- 
tention given them.

CULTIVATING THE TOMATO. 


Methods Followed Where Grown OP 


a Large Scale. 


The common practice in growing to- 


matoes for the genera! market and 
for canning purposes 
in 
localities 


north of New York City is to sow ih« 
seed v«ry thinly in a hotbed in the 
late winter months and 
allow 
the 


plants to grow slowly without trans- 
planting them until they can be put 
in the fit-Id about June. 
The plants, 


even with the most careful attention, 
when grown under these conditions 
will become long and thin stemmed, 
with a small tuft of leaves at the top. 


Plant trained to three stems. 


As soon as the young seedling plants 


from the hotbed or greenhous-e are 
transplanted to the field they should 
be given clean cultivation with imple- 
ments which stir the surface of the 
soil but do not produce ridges or fur- 
rows. 
Th-s spring-tooth cultivator or 


a horse hoe with narrow teeth makes 
an ideal implement for cultivating this 
crop. When plants are set in check 
rows 4 feot apart each way it is pos- 
sible in field culture to keep the plan- 
tation almost free from weeds by the 
use of horse bo«-s. if, however, the 
plants an: set so that cultivation can 
be carried on only in one direction, 
hand hoeing: will be neccsary to keep 
down weeds between the plants in the

row. 
When? ufuu is HOT—fe-vtieufcue,

Planting Small Fruits. 


The purchaser, as a rule, sets the 


rasplverry and blackoerry plants far 
too deep, says Practical Farmer. 
An 


examination of the plants will show 
thr.i the roots are but tew and are 
of a spreading nature. 
They really 


require to bo but an inch or two' be- 
low the ground, as th^y were before 
being dug. But 
the 
inexperienced 


planter appears to imagine he is hand- 
ling a small tree and sets the plants 
(canes') perhaps four to 
six 
inches 


under ground, which results in certain 
smothering out of the base 
of 
the 


canes, whore The shoots for the next 
year are to form. Neither raspberries 
nor blackberries require to 
be 
put 


deep enough under ground to be fairly 
covered with soil. Fixed in this way 
thoie would be but few complaints 
of the plaints not growing. Strawber- 
ry plants are often destroyed in the 
same way. They are set so deep that 
Iho top of the crowns are under- 
ground or arc low enough so that soil 
is washed over them with the first 
li*a\y rain. 
A little thought would 


oitou suggest to those about to plant 
ahout the proper deptn to set plants. 
The proprietor of a nursery recently 
related to the writer how a lady had 
romo to him complaining that the 50 
asparagus plants IK° 
had 
furnished 


must have boon dead when delivered, 
as she had but a dozen or so of live 
plants to show for her purchase. 
To 


prove what sho said she had in her 
carriage one of the plants just dug 
up. 
She was firM staggered by being 


lold her "dead" plant "was a live one. 
In fairly good condition. Then fur- 
ther inquiries developed the fact that 
she had hot tho plants a foot deep as 
advised bv her pnrdoi.or.

Its plans include the study of condi- 
tions, the distribution of literatuie, 
instruction in the best methods of 
caring tor consumptives, the

lishment of hospitals and the dissem- 
ination of information through 
the 


press. 


Consumption was described as the 


most prevalent and the most ratal of 
all diseases and its mortality is great- 
est among those in their early prime. 
It claims an average of 600 victims 
yearly in New Hampshire. 


Dr. Hills claims that it is both a 


preventable and a curable disease, if 
"taken in the 
incipient stages and 


treated in accordance with the best 
hygienic methods."
